HOUSE BLOWN FROM ITS FOUNDATION 


Two Persons Injured—Two Men Saved from 
Drowning—Struck by Lightning. 

The high wind that accompanied the thun- 
der- storm yesterday afternoon played havoc 
in the southern portion of the city.

The house that was blown 
down was valued at $1,500, and was uninsured.

STREET-CARS IN A RECEIVER'S HANDS. 


The Result of a Struggle for the Control of 
„ the Company. ° 

Dororn, Minn., Aug. 9.—[Special. — The 
Duluth Street railway company was placed in 
the hands of a receiver last evening on appli- 
cation of the majority of the Board of Direct- 
ors and stockholders and some creditors. T. 
W. Hooper, one of the stockholders and a for- 
mer Superintendent of the line, was made re- 
ceiver by Judge Ensign. The company is 
perfectly solvent and is one of the big money- 
making concerns of Duluth, and the receiver- 
ship is the result of a struggle for the control 
of the company. 

Until about two months ago the stockhald- 
ers of the company were Thomas Lowry and 
Samuel Hill of Minneapolis, Gen. Thomas P. 
Wilson of St. Paul, and A. S. Chase and G. G. 
Hartley of this city, each holding a one-fifth 


improvements. About two months ago Gen. 
Wilson sold his stock and Mr. Chase four- 
fifths of his to Duluth parties; Mendenhall & 
Hoopes, J. A. “Willard, A. R. Macfarlane, 
and others throwing three-fifths of the 
stock of and its con- 
trol to local pase gossip

MEANS OF AMUSEMENT IN NEW YORE 
AND CHICAGO. 
When the New York Sun says that the city 
in which it 1s published is unexcelled in “ the 
variety and splendor of its means of amuse- 
ment, that it has all the “conveniences for 
refined social intercourse and the pleasures 


‘and elegancies of life,“ but that Chicago has 


not these things and “ has not learned the art 
of civilized life,” it is evident that the Sun 
has an uneasy feeling that people would not 
know these things by themselves, and that it 
is necessary to tell them. So when it defines 
a capital as a place too big to be easily ex- 
cited about itself” ite own excitement over 
the assertion of Chicago rivalry shows that it 
has its doubts about New York being such a 
great capital. 

Is it true that the means of amusement are 
greater and more varied in New York than 
Chicago, in spite of the present larger popu- 
lation of the former? Possibly the Sun is think- 
ing of theaters and of Coney Island. There 
are more of the former in New York than in 
Chicago, but not one which 1s better than the 
best in Chicago, and all the good actors and 
singers who go there appear here. As for the 
poor ones, the cultured taste of this city re- 
jects them. As yet there are not here pleas- 
ure resorts on the lake shore equal to 
those which line the ocean near New 
York. But they will come later, when 
the peeple have time to attend to the matter. 
If the Sun includes the great American game 
of baseball among amusements Chicago is as 
well off g us rival, both in players and places 
to play. If racing tracks are included it has 
better ones to exhibit, If public libraries are 
meant it is ahead of New York, But when it 
comes to polo this city owns its inferiority 
and is notinit. Nor is it up to New York in 
yacht races, but will do better in the future. 

There is a certain class in New York rich 
with inherited wealth, whose members find 
some difficulty in disposing of the money their 
fathers earned for them. They in vented 
curious amusements, such as riding at full 
speed after a bag of arise seed, which are un- 
known here. The question is not, however, 
as to the means of amusement for a small and 
unprofitable class, but for the community at 
large. Which city can furnish the most real 
pleasure to its people for the lowest price? 
Looked at that way, Chicago is superior to 
New York. For people who like to travel fine 

roads .there is the splendid Sheridan drive, 
soon to be finished, which surpasses anything 
the East can show, and there are the thirty 
miles of boulevards which ring round the 
city, which will be completed before the 
World’s Fair comes. During the summer the 
numerous excursion steamers sail along the 
shores of the cool lake or cross it. We cheer- 
fully admit, however, that New York is unex- 
celled in charming bay, which affords re- 
markably picturesque steamboat excursions. 
This is the one thing in which New York ex- 
cels other American cities, and always will. 
“The art of civilized life, of which the Sun 
talks, is to make the greatest number happy at 
thesmalleet cost to them. For those New-York- 
ers who are poor there are few amusements, 
except on the excursion steamers about the 
bay. Chicago has provided for her working 
men and women a dozen beautiful parks 
which are constantly crowded by them in hot 
weather. The great electric fountain in Lin- 
coln Park furnishes freely a charming amuse- 
ment to more people than any one thing in 
New York. Constant breezes from the cool 
lake, pure water, cool nights, and the bound- 
less areas of free pleasure resorts make Chi- 
cego the paradise of the family of small 
means. P 
If New York City had the “variety and 
splendor of means of amusement ’’ Mr. Dana 
claims for it, there would not be such a unani- 
mous rush to got away from it when the sum- 
mer holidays come. For some reason uner- 
plained by the Sun no one seems to be able 
to amuse himself in New York during the 
summer who has the means to get away from 
the city. Here it is different. A few of the 
residents of this city go away during the sum- 
mer, but yather in obedience to the dictates 
offashion than from any weather cause to 
do so.’ They are anxious to get back and 
they weary of pleasure resorts which have not 
the variety of amusements they find at home. 
There is always something to do and see here. 
Of one amusement, however, which is popular 
in New York the present. administration has 
deprived Chicago. That is gambling. New 
York certainly has the most faro tables ana 
bunko men plymg their trade on the unwary. 

As for the *‘ conveniences for refined social 
intercourse and the 
gancies of life,” it is difficult 
precisely what the Sun means. If club. 
houses, Chicago has them. and fine ones. 
If ball-rooms, Chicago has a better one than 
New York. If pleasure drives, Chicago is far 
superior to New York. If dwellings, hand- 
some without and comfortable within, and 
with elegant grounds about them, Chicago is 
far in the lead of Gotham. The residences of 
the rich people of New York are not to be 
compared in exterior beauty or villa looks 
with those of this city. The architectural ad-

that a given degree of heat is more oppressive 
here than in the interior because of our near- 
ness to the lake, which keeps the air moist. 


The little instrument called the hygrometer

In fact it is well 
known by meteorologists that the water 
evaporated from Lake Michigan does not, as 
a rule, pass westward, but is carried to the 
East by the prevailing air currents in this 
climate, and the annual rainfall in this city is 
near the minimum for the State. . 

A nice and timely shower came up yesterday 
afternoon, cooling off the air and rendering 
the temperature delicious. 

Up to last Saturday Chicago had been won- 
derfully exempt from visitations of summer 
heat in 1891. June brought two or three warm 
days, but not one that was really hot, and last 
month was uniformly enjoyable, the tempera- 
ture better befitting May than July. Hence 
if it were possible to have a heated term all 
through the remainder of this month we 
should have barely more than a three weeks’ 
hot spell, Even that small amount of discom- 
fort 1s not, huwever, to be expected. A rela- 
tively cool wave is even now said to have de- 
signs upon the city mear the head of Lake 
Michigan; and if after that has passed over 
we have another three or four days of hot 
weather, probably that will be all for this 
year. One week of heat, and that divided 
into two portions with a cooling wave between, 
is not much to be grumbled at, especially by 
contrast with conditians in most other parts 
of the United States. 


LAYING GAS MAINS ON BOTH SIDES OF 
THE STREET. 

In speaking Saturday of the laying of the 
Economie gas mains Commissioner Aldrich 
said: 

Where pipes are laid in streets a main will be 
laid on each side of the street next to the curb, 
instead of only one in the center, to avoid tearing 
up the streets from curb to curb every twenty feet 
to lay service pipes. These pipes will be laid 
from each main to the building on that side of the 
street. 

Does this mean that the 30-inch fuel-gas 
main is to be laid on one side of the street 
and the illuminating-gas main on the other? 
If so where is the economy in it, and how will 
the cutting-up of the pavements by cross 
trenches be avoided? ‘If the fuel-gas main is 
laid on the east side of the street it will be ne- 
ceesary to run service pipes clear across the 
street gary twenty feet in order to supply the 
houses on the west side of the street. Just as 
much cross-trenching will be done as if the 
two sets of mains were laid side by side in the 
middle of the street. 

The suggestion has been made that it is 
the mtenttion of the Economic to lay both 
iluminating and fuel gas mains on each 
side of the street, so that it would contain four 
additional pipes—two 30-inch mains instead 
of one on each side. In that case there would 
be no cross-trenching. The ordinance gives 
the Economic people the right to “ maintain a 
line or lines of gas mains and pipes,” and they 
may attempt to construe that as giving them 
the right to lay down as many lines of pipe 
in each street as they see fit. But that is 
manifestly a forced construction of their 
boodled ordinance, which simply means to 
lay two pipes, one for fuel and the other for 
illuminating gas in any or all streets, 

Has the Commissioner studied out how 
‘these big mains are to be laid across the 
intersecting streets? Ares they to go over 
the city’s sewers and water mains or under 
them? And if double sets of pines are to be 
laid on each side of the streets it will de all 
the more difficult to find room for them in 
the crowded down-town thoroughfares. In 
many of them there is hardly room for one 
set. Does the Commissioner propose to give 
them a permit for two mains each side of 
a street? 


HOW THE FARMERS ARE TEMPTED BY 
DEAD SEA FRUIT. 

Senator Peffer has invaded Illinois, and has 
begun preaching to the farmers of this State 
those false but fascinating follies which have 
captivated the minds of so many grangers 
elsewhere. It is not unlikely that he will 
make a good many converts, for a time, and it 
ig not surprising that such should be the case. 

There are a number of Illinois farmers who 
owe money. They have not paid for the 
lands they bought, or they may have given 
mortgages to raise money to tile-drain and 
fence their farms, and buy stock, and build 
barns. They have given notes for agricultural 
machinery. They have store accounts which 
are pressing for settlement. They have to meet 
the interest on their borrowed money. That 
isa hard job when crops are poor and prices 
low. To do it takes pinching. The wives 
and children have to go without many things 
they need. Purchasing a piano must be post- 
poned, or the new carriage, or the silk dress. 
There comes along a gabby, solemn man 
who says that if the farmers only choose they 
ean cure- these pinches. They can have the 


_gréat Federal Government for a creditor in- 


stead of the money-lenders, manufacturers, 
and storekeepers who are their present cred- 
itors; that theycan mortgage their lands to 
the Federal Government and it will issue scrip 
notes to them wherewith to pay off their 
obligations; that the loan may be for an indef- 
inite period—40 or 50 years—and that instead 
of having to pay 6 and7 per cent interest, they 
will have to pay but 1 per cent, and that, too, 
in “cheap money.” Naturally this catches 
the imagination of the listener. Almost no 
interest, a whole generation for payment, and 
a creditor who can be pacified by the Co ngress- 
man from the district if there is any delay in 
interest payments. 

There are also a great many farmers who 
are anxious to “put more money into their 
business,“ to make improvements and buy 
stock and machinery. They refrain from do- 
ing so because they do not like to pay the or- 
dinary rate of interest and incur a debt which 
may be difficult to meet at maturity. But 
when they are told that the great government

As the Farmers 
Alliance orateks declare, money would be 
cheap and plenty.” 

When any one says to the farmers that this 
irredeemabie flat money will be worth little, 
because it costs little, and will have hardly any 


buying power, he replies that during the Re- 


bellion war the United States issued green- 
backs and made them a legal tender; that it 
didnot redeem them in coin during that 
period and yet they circulated freely. That 
prices were higher than they have been 
since, and that every man found a ready 
sale for all he grew or made, and 


that if the Federal Government during a 


state of war could get along so well with 


greenbacks which were not and could not be | 
redeemed at the time it will have no difficulty 


at all in puttmg billions of permanently irre- 
deemable shinplasters in circulation now, and 
keeping them there. Men who were adults at 
the time the war broke out talk thus as well 
as those who have come on the stage since 
then. 

The older men have forgotten and the others 
never knew many of the facts connected with 
the greenbacks, (1) That their issue was 
limited to barely $400,000,000, whereas the 
present proposition is to issue billions of scrip 
fiat; (2) that the high prices were due to the 
depreciation in buymg power of the green- 
backs; and (8) that while “the farmer got 
large nominal prices for his produce he paid 
equally high prices for everything he bought. 
The former is remembered, the latter is for- 


_gotten. There was a great demand for crops 


and manufactures, because a large percentage 
of the adult males was in the field fight- 
ing, and had to be fed and clothed and 
armed by those who staid at home. A few 
years later, 1873, and before the greenbacks 
could be redeemed, the country was overtaken 
by a terrible financial panic and all busi- 


ness prostrated. It took seven years to re-. 


cover from it, Peffer never says anything 
about that panic. 

Time and again the attention of the farm- 
ers has been called to the utter break-down of 
every attempt to run a country on irredeema- 
ble scrip money. The fate of the Confederate 
shinplasters and Continental currency and 
the French assignats has been pointed out to 
them, and they have been asked to look at the 
present state of affairs in Argentina, caused 
by cheap scrip money. They have been 
shown that the great reason why the green- 
backs kept up as well as they aid was the 
small issue and the expectation that they 
would be redeemed in coin soon after the end 
of the war, while the feature of the scrip the 
Alliance calls for is that it never shall be re- 
deemed in coin, But they are deaf to reason, 
facts, experience, of argument. They say:

HOW WILL THEY CROSS STREETS! 

It is open to serious question if the Eco- 
nomic Gas company will be able to carry 


through its design of laying mains all over the 


business center of the city, even if no objec- 
tion is mterpoged by indignant citizens seek- 
ing by injunction to protect their rights. The 
streets below the pavement are already so 
thoroughly occupied that there is little room 
for mord and the difficulty will bé especially 
great at the intersections, where many pipes 
and mains will have to cross. The depth 
above the sewers is only a few feet, owing to 
the small elevation of the grade above the 
lake. The area above the sewer line is filled 
in with two or three sets of gas pipes, besides 
the water mains and the telegraph and tele- 
phone conduits, and it is hard to 
see how these can be crossed by thirty- 
inch mains which would not interfere with 
the sewers or come dangerously near the street 
surface, not only threaten’ng the health of the 
citizens by leakage, but exposing the gas to 
severe frost temperatures in the mid-winter 
season. Then these crossings can only be 
effected by extensive resort to the hog-back or 


siphon form, which, with any kind of artificial | 


gas, favors the accumulation of sedimentary 
deposits to choke up the mains and interfere 
with the service of gas to the people who want 
to consume it. There would not be the same 
amount of danger with natural gas, but no 
one is yet certain the natural product will be 
brought here from Indiana, and if it should 
the proposed carbureting process to render it 
illuminating would make the compound an ar- 
tificial one liable to deposit its most solid 
constituents when condensed by being sub- 
jected to a low temperature. So it is highly 
problematical if the city would not be subject 
to severe and almost constant annoyance as 
a result of forcing the new set of pipes and 
mains under the thoroughfares.

CHINCH BUGS IN WISCONSIN, 


Sections of the State Which Suffer Severely 
from Dry Weather. 

Mriwavuxgr, Wis., Aug. 9.—[S 5 
The weekly weather and crop bulletin for 
Wisconsin shows that in the extreme west and 
northwest portions of the State the ground 
had sufficient moisture to carry crops pretty 
well through the present drought. All harvest- 
ed crops have made a heavy yield, and the 
growing ones give fine promise, more especial- 
ly in the northwest portion of the State, where 
some correspondents state that the general 
outlook was never better. 

The section suffering severely from drought 
extends from the southeast corner of the State 
northward nearly to Green Bay, and its west- 
ern limit takes in Portage, Juneau, Richland 
and the eastern part of Grant county. - 

Chinch bugs are not so numerously reported 
as last week, but Walworth, Columbia, Sauk, 
and Sheboygan Counties report that they are 
doing great damage to corn. 0 

Oat rust has done some damage to the oat 
crop in Sauk, Richland and Green Counties. 

e cranberry region suffered slightly from 
frost and also from too great heat. 

Tobacco is an excellent cfop so far. 


ILLINOIS WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Weekly Bulletin of the Conditions of Farm 
Products in the State. 

Sprxerrecp, III., Aug. 9.—[Special. — The 
weather crop bulletin of the Illinois weather 
service for the week ending Aug. 7 reports 
that the temperature during the week was be- 
low the normal throughout the State. At 
the central -office in this city the 
deficiency was about 4° daily. An 
average amount of sunshine prevailed. 
Except in the extreme northern and southern 
counties the rainfall was about or slightly 
above a seasonable average. The heaviest 
rainfall during the week was 3.30 inches at 
Louisville, Clay County. In Sangamon Coun- 
ty the observers report that the crop prospects 
were never better, having been greatly im- 
proved by the late rains. The rainfall was 72 
inches. In Tazewell rain and warmer weather 
were needed for corn and pastures; the rust is 
damaging some wheat; corn is about three 
weeks late; no rain. 


In Missouri. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 9.—For the week end- 
ing yesterday the rainfall has been below the 
normal, the only exception being the northern 
portion and the southwest section. Bates 
County reports three inches Saturday and 
Thursday. The temperature was normal. 
Kaine are needed in all sections of the State. 
The drought in the southeast section is injur- 
ing corn and pastures. The bulletin of the 
‘Board of Agriculture for Aug. 1 gives the fol- 
lowing average condition of for. the 
State: Corn, 88 per cent; oats, 77; buck- 
wheat, 97; potatoes—Irish, 69; sweet, 93; to- 
bacco, 90; timothy, 102; clover N 98;

ALUMINUM FIFTY CENTS A POUND. 


A Revolutionary Effect Upon the World's 
n Welfare Now Probable. 

New York Advertiser: No piece of recent 
news is more important than that which comes 
from one of the companies engaged in the 
manufacture of aluminum. For many years 
this valuable metal has been the subject of 
successful study by chemists, who have known 
that if cheaply produced it would replace 
other netals now in use in mg departments 
of the arts. Ten years ago aluminum was 
worth $10 a pound. Then the Castner process, 
by lessening the cost of sodium, brought 
the price down d one-half, sodium 
being the chief expense in obtaining aluminum 
by the old process. Then the electricians took 
hold of the matter and soon brought the price 
down to $2, at which figure it has remained 
for the last two years. But this price, although 
but a fraction of the old rates, was still too 
high. It was low enough to increase enor- 
mously the output of aluminum opera glasses 
and toys, and to cause a sudden energy in the 
production of aluminum bronzes; but it did 
not make aluminum an active competitor of 
copper, for example, in the world’s industries. 

7 9 can be sold, however, at the 
price now announced, the effect upon the 
world’s welfare will be almost revolutionary. 
Aluminum has a specific gravity of but 2.67, 
while that of copper is 8.78. In other words, 
a pound of aluminum is as big as three and a 
quarter pounds of copper. Alaminum at 50 
cents a pound, to put it still differently, is as 
cheap as copper at 15 cents a pound. 

Aud in many ways—in almost every way— 
aluminum is a better, a more useful, metal 
than copper. Its lightness, its enormous ten- 


gile — — ductility, its non-corrosive- 


nes3—eve i conspires to make it the 
walnable metal known to, man, except- 
inc only iron. And even iron gains in value 
by the introduction of a small per cent of the 
uminum; while the aluminum bronzes— 
copper 92 per cent, aluminum 8 per cent, and 
the varieties of this proportion—are the best 
known tothe metal workers. It is to be 
feared that the price now announced is fic- 
titious and brought about by the competition 
between different producers. But if mod- 
erately pure aluminum can really be sold at 
$100 a ton it is safe to say we arel stand- 
ing on the threshhold of an industrial revolu- 
tion.

MORE SPECULATION AS TO THE RN. 
SULT OF THE CRONSTADT AFFAIR. 


A Belief All Around That Gervais Has Been 
on Duty, Not Only as an Admiral, but 
as a Diplomatist, and That the French 

and Russians Mean Business—Some of 
the Important Work Accomplished at 
the Last Session of Parliament — The 
Position of Home Rule, 
[New York Tribune Cadie.| 
Lonpon, Aug. 8.—The champagne continued 
to flow at Cronstadt till Tuesday. Then the 

French fleet put to sea and no accident has 

since been reported. Speculations upon the 

political scope of this visit are still but speou- 
lations. There 1s, however, something like 
agreement in all the capitals concerned that 

Admiral Gervais has been on duty not only 

as Admiral and amphitryon, but as diplo- 

matist. They begin to believe that even in 

Berlin, where the natural skepticism of the 

German mind is reinforced by strong politi-zal 

interest in disbelief, No doubt from the be- 

ginning they believed more than they said. 

The unofficial. and best-informed papers 

hinted that the French and Russians meant 

business. Then came a suggestion in a paper 
known to have relations with the Berlin For 
eign Office thet France and Russia had cer-. 
tain interests in common, whether they signed 
a treaty or not; aremark quite in the man- 


ner of Lord Salisbury. This was followed by | 


an admission of the probable truth of last 
week’s statement about preliminary negotia- 
tions. Next appeared in the North German 
Gazette, a semi-official paper, a rather elabo- 
ate discussion of the whole subject, inspired 
by some high personage who plainly believes 
in the existence of an understanding be- 
tween France and Russia. The French pa- 
pers meantime have been overflowing 
with emotion. You can see tears of 
joy trickle gently down their columns. 
The English press has got tired of the subject. 
They do, however, record the fact or the 
opinion that the ovation to the French officers 
in Moscow has exceeded in enthusiasm that of 
cronstadt. The populace kissed Admiral 
Gervais’ hands. Officers singing the “ Mar- 
seillaise’’ sarried him on their shoulders, and 
Admiral Gervais, when allowed to descend, 
announced that France, rendered wise by 
misfortune, is recruiting its strength, and, 
made strong by unity and friendship of a 
great monarch, looks to the future with calm 
confidence.“ This is regarded at St. Peters- 
burg as outspoken and fresh proof of an al- 
liance between France and Russia, to which it 
seems to serve as a protocol. Slender, in- 
deed, is the foundation of all this lofty fabric. 

Far more significant than these glittermg 
generalities, proclaimed rather pompously 
amid flowing cups and general excitement, are 
two things told us of the Czar. The great 
sovereign, absolute despot over a great bar- 
baric empire, has at last caught something of

A RATTLESNAKE’S FATAL BITE, 


William PF. Elliott, a Farmer’s Son, Dies 
from Its Effects. 

MippietTown, N. ., Aug. 6— William P. El- 
liott, aged 20 years. and a son of H. M. El- 
liott, a farmer of the neighboring town of 
Sandiston, N. J., died Tuesday last of the 
effects of a rattlesnake’s bite. The Elliott 
farm lies on the western slape of the Kitta- 
tinny Mountains, and portions of it are in- 
fested by rattlesnakes. Eight of these rep- 
tiles had been killed by berry pickers in one 
of the fields. In passing through this field 
young Elliott came across another 
big rattler. He stopped and reached 
for a stick, which he proposed to use 
as a weapon for killing the reptile. While in 
this act another rattler, which he had not ob- 
served struck him with its fangsin the back 
of his outstretched’ hand. The young man 
shook the reptile off and pluckily attacked 
and killed it. The snake measured over four 
feet in length and carried nine rattles. He 
then started for home, trying to suck the poi- 
son from the wound as i went. Dr. I. N. 
Miller of Centerville attended the patient 
within an hour after the wound had been in- 
flicted, but by that time the venom had done 
fatal work. The young man’s hand and arm 
were greatly swollen and had turned black 
his body was spotted, his eyes bloodshot. and 
he suffered excruciating pains through his 
whole system. Powerful antidotes were ad- 
ministered without giving relief and death oc- 
— at the end of five days of intense suf- 
ering.

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UNDERSTANDING AND ALLIANCE BE- 
TWEEN FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 


It Is Remarked That the Czar Descends 
from His Altitude in Order to Honor 
and Entertain His French Guests—Pos- 
sibilities of European Warfare—Long 
Swim by an Enthusiast—~Mr. Knill 
Provides for Entertainment After 


Death, 
[New York Times Cable. } 

Lorpor, Aug. 8.— The histo ry of the origin 
and extent of the understanding between 
France and Russia remains a secret. No one 
knows whether the alliance was formally con- 
cluded either before or during Admiral Ger- 
vais’ visit to Moscow or even whether any 
written"treaty is contemplated by the French 
and Russian Ministers. The enthusiasm with 
which the French squadron was received 
by the Russian people, the’ marked cordiality 
of the Czar, who has departed in an altogether 
unprecedented manner from his customary 
attitude toward human kind in order to do. 
honor to his guests, and especially his court- 
eous and urbane recognition of the tribute of 
honor offered him by Cherbourg, all tend to 
indicate the existence of something more seri- 
ous and permanent bétween the two great 
powers than a merely fortuitous arproxima- 
tion to something theatrical. This alone is a 
fact of importance. 

International ynderstandings which arise 
rapidly and spontaneously are often much 
more substantial and eventful than long- 
thought-out diplomatic cenventions reflecting 
the trained will of statesmen and sovereigns. 
— genuine understanding between France 
and Russia must, if the two states deem their 
interests sufficiently in common, influence 
their actions in a manner to seriously affect 
European affairs. The rest of Europe in ac- 
oe the situation affects the consolatory 
reflection that there now exists a second league 
of peace ; but it may be safely averred that the 
enthusiasm that recently overflowed in France 
and Russia has been evoked on behalf of a 
policy by ne means conducive to the general 
tranquillity of the world, but one that is evi- 
dence rather of an eventual] explosion of uni- 
versal war. |

There is no doubt that Frenchmen and 
Russians seein the agreement opportunities 
for reaching ends rded by the ‘other na- 
tionalities with anything but favor. For one 
side there is the vision of a free hand in the 
Balkans and in Central Asia, coupled with a 
wag ms summer capital on the horus. 

or the other side, there is the long-vaunted 
revanche, the resumption of the possession of 
Alsace-Lorraine, the restoration of control in 
Italian politics. and finally Eeypt and the 
eastern shores of editerranean. It may 
be that these are dreams, but the fact that 
they are harbored by each party to the agree- 
ment is pot a {potent factor for 
peace. Russia, no doubt, would not 
engage Germany in war merely in 
order to give France the left bank of the 
Rhine, nor France hazard her fortunes for the 
furtherance of Russia’s Eastern policy, but in 
the minds of avast number of persons in 
both countries these desired ends are rendered 
less distant by reason of their present rap- 
prochement. a
